The m a jo r ity — Henry M. Rob­ 
inson, ch a irm an , representing the 
public and Rembrandt Peale, rep­ 
resenting t h e operators, in a re­ 
port s u b m itte d to President Wil­ 
son today is understood to have 
recommended a general w age a d ­ 
vance 
of 
approximately 25 
per 
cent and th a t hours and condi­ 
tions or lab o r remain unchanged. 
This includes the 
14 per 
cent 
granted a fte r the miners r e t u r n e d 
to work 
John P. White, representing the 
miners, refuses to concur. 
H e is 
preparing a minority r e p o rt 
In 
which it is reported he will r e c o m ­ 
mend a seven hour day a n d a 
wage increase of 
approxim ately 
Sa per cent. 
In adva nce of the publication of 
the reports, officials of the United 
Mine W o rk e rs of America wofild 
not discuss the probable co u rse of 
the miners. 
Since 
their 
r e p r e ­ 
sentative h a d refused to 
accept 
the m a jo rity decision h o w ev er it 
was re g a rd e d certain they would 
not accept th e settlement it p ro ­ 
poses. 
Green is Hopeful. 
William Green, secretary of the 
miners’ union after a conference 
with Secretary Tumultv said th e re 
was no radical difference between 
he m a jo rity and Mr. W h i t e and 
expressed th e hope that th e dif­ 
ferences would he ironed out. 
President Wilson 
in 
inviting 
members of the commission to u n ­ 
dertake a settlement said it was 
important th a t their conclusions 
be unanimous. 
Since th e decision is 
n o t 
u n ­ 
animous t h e r e is much s p e c u l a ­ 
tion as to the president’s 
next 
step. 
The operators^ would no t 
dis­ 
cuss this m a t t e r hut it was plain 
that th e m iners and some a d m i n ­ 
istration officials 
expected 
Mr. 
Wilson to invite the two sides to 
get to g e th er on the basis of the 
majority a n d minority re p o rts and 
seek a settlement.

Mr. W h i t e ’s report Is s u b m i tte d 
to the president. 
The m e m b e r s 
commission refused to discuss it

sary two thirds. 
Resurrecting th e n e w Repub­ 
lican substitute for th0 article 
ten reservation Republican le ad­ 
ers agreed on som e changes in 
wording in the hope they might 
regain support of th e handful of 
Republican senators whose refu ­ 
sal to support the substitute yes­ 
terday started a general breaking 
up of the com prom ise situation. 
It was understood they had not 
entirely succeeded tonight. 
Among Democratic compromise 
Advocates w>o ela''med upwards 
of thirty Democratic votes for 
the 
substitute last nights work 
was continued 
aggressively 
and 
the 
leaders 
as serted they 
had 
made further gains. 
Late In the 
day however, s e n a to r Hitchcock, 
Democratic leader started a coun­ 
ter-offensive ag a in st the new re­ 
servation with 
result that 
the status of compromise on the 
Democratic side becam e almost as 
uncertain as it w as among Re- 
publiancs. 
The hest claims that
